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HISTORICAL 


history  of  Kensington  as  a separate  and  distinct 
municipality,  dates  back  to  INIarch  6th,  1820,  only. 
to'I parcel  of  the  dis- 
tfict  of  The  Northern  Liberties,  and  its  history  is  necessar- 
ily  the  history  of  that  district. 

growth  of  the  outlying  districts  adjoining  the  old' 
'city  proper  had  been  gradual — the  most  of  the  overflow 
in  Colonial  days  had  been  southward,  and  the  old  district 
^ of  Southwark  was  the  first  to  be  granted  a separate  and 
^distinct  charter,  making  it  indejiendent,  municipally,  from 
Hif»  ritv  flesianerl  bv  Willimn  Penn  Soutliwark 
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the  city  designed  by  William  Penn,  boutnwark  was  1.1- 
corporated  on  March  6th,  i 762,  by  act  of  the  Colonial  Leg- 
islature. 

f-  \ The  next  district  to  be  incorporated  was  The  Northern 


Liberties,  on  March  28th,  1803,  forty  one  years  afterward 
’ and  that  brings  us  directly  to  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  This 
T ^ ;f  district  comprised  the  Eleventh,  Twelfth,  Sixteenth,  Seven- 
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teenth  and  Eighteenth  Wards  of  the  present  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  extended  from  Vine  street  on  the  south  to 
Norris  street  on  the  north,  and  from  the  river  Delaware  to 
Sixth  street  and  Frankford  avenue  on  the  west. 

The  southern  end  of  the  new  municipality  was  much  more 
poi)ulous  than  the  ii  )rthern  end,  and  when  it  came  to  reg- 
ulating the  affairs  of  the  newly  created  corporation,  geo- 
graphical lines  in  choosing  the  officers  was  so  strictly  ad 
hered  to  that  it  cicated  dissensions.  The  people  in  the 
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northern  end  complained  that  they  were  dominated  by  the 
residents  of  the  southern  end  to  that  extent,  that  it  was  un- 
bearable, The  residents  along  the  eastern  part  of  the 
northern  end  were  radical  in  their  Americanism.  The 
Honorable  William  B.  Mann,  present  Prothonotary  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas,  says : ^‘The  residents  of  the 

East  Kensington  District  were  principally  boat  builders 
. and  fishermen.  Tlie  most  of  them  were  native,  to  the  soil, 
and  they  were  so  extremely  American  in  their  ideas  that 
it  was  through  their  instrumentality  the  native  American 
party  was  born.'’ 

Of  the  three  Commissioners  provided  for  by  the  act  of 
March  28th,  1803,  incorporating  the  new  district  not  one 
was  selected  from  the  upper  end.  This  left  the  Kensing- 
ton end  practically  without  representation  in  the  munici- 
pal government. 

d'he  residents  of  The  Northern  Liberties  were  putting  in 
active  practice  tlie  very  princii)le  which  their  fathers  had 
shed  so  much  blood,  and  spent  so  much  money  in  resist- 
ing but  a few  short  years  before. 

. ‘‘Taxation  without  representation  is  an  abomination’’ 
was  the  election  cry  of  the  residents  of  the  Kensington  end, 
and  many  and  bitter  were  the  struggles  of  adherents  of  the 
two  sections. 

The  Legislature  was  finally  petitioned  and  a measure  in- 
troduced to  divide  The  Northern  Liberties. 

Meanwhile,  the  districts  of  Moyarnensing  and  Spring 
Garden  had  been  incorporated  by  Legislative  action — the 
former  on  March  24th,  1812,  and  the  latter  oh  March  22d, 
1813. 

The  fight  to  divide  the  district  of  “The  Northern  Lib- 
erties” was  carried  to  the  Legislature.  Each  side  had  its 
adherents  and  a regular  lobby — primitive  in  its  methods, 
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course,  as  compared  with  the  lobbyist  of  the  present  day 


-visited  the  members,  and  tried  to  influence  them  for  or 


against  the  proposed  division  as  their  preferences  dictated. 


miniature  literary  bureau  was  established  and  letters, 

* circulars  and  petitions  were  forwarded  to  convince  the 
>*rpembers  that  tlie  safety  of  the  new  Republic  depended 

* upon  dividing  or  preserving  intact,  the  district  of  “The 
■ Northern  Liberties.”  At  length  in  the  municipal  battle 

officers  in  1819,  several  persons  were  injured  on  ac- 
-count  of  the  feuds  and  bitter  animosities  existing  between 
sections. 

This  hastened  the  rather  sluggish  Legislature,  and  at 


following  session  the  measure  was  introduced,  and,  af- 
ter  a hard  struggle,  became  a law  on  the  6th  of  March  by 
^‘  Virtue  of  the  approval  of  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
weabh,  William  Findlay.  The  politics  of  the  whole  city 
underwent  a change  in  1819.  In  those  days  the  Mayor  ot 
selected  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 
’ in  joint  session.  Robert  Wharton  had  been  selected  for 
i.'four  years  continuously  from  1814  to  1818,  but  in  1819  he 
Spfe’f  * defeated  by  James  N.  Barker.  He  was,  however, 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year  and  served  until  1824,  making 
eight  terms,  broken  in  half  by  the  incumbency  of  Mr. 
Barker. 

volume  7,  chapter  4837  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
V , Pennsylvania,  will  be  found  the  articles  of  incorporation. 
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Section  first  declares  that  : “The  inhabitants  of  that 

part  of  ‘The  Northern  Liberties’  in  the  County  of  Philadel- 
phia, beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Cohocksink  Creek  and 
the  line  of  the  incci’,  orated  district  of  ‘The  Northern  Lib- 
erties’; thence  along  the  River  Delaware  to  the  south  line  of 

property  of  the  late Gibson;  thence  to  Gunner’s  Creek 

and  across  the  same  to  the  south  line  of  land,  late  of  Isaac 
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Norris,  deceased,  and  now  of  J,  P.  Norris  ; thence  along 
the  same  line  and  the  several  courses  thereof  across  the 
Frankford  Road  to  Germantown  Road  to  the  middle  of 
Sixth  street  continued  ; thence  along  the  middle  of 
same  to  ' the  line  of  the  incorporated  district  of  Northern 
Liberties;  thence  along  the  line  of  same  to  place  of 
beginning,  sliail  constitute  a body  politic  in  law  and 
in  fact  by  the  title  of  the  Commissioners  and  inhabitants 
of  the  Kensington  district  of  the  Northern  Liberties.” 
There  was  a dispute  about  the  title;  some  of  the  more 
radical  of  the  Kensington  adherents  wanted  it  to  end  after 
the  word  ‘‘district”  and  obliterate  the  name  “Northern 
Liberties”  forever  out  of  their  title.  That,  however,  was 
looked  upon  as  a foolish  objection,  and  the  bill  passed  and 
became  a law  with  the  title  so  arranged.  This  description 
of  the  district  is  almort  incomprehensible.  None  but  an 
old  residenter — and  there  are  l>ut  very  few  of  the  men  and 
women  who  were  in  active  life  in  1S20  left — could  trans- 
late the  exact  meaning  of  the  incongruous  jargon  contained 
in  the  phraseology  of  the  act. 

One  thing  can  be  gathered  from  it,  however,  to  correct 
Thompson  Westcott,  the  historian,  and  that  is,  that  the 
Western  line  of  the  old  Kensington  district  extended  as  far 
as  Germantown  avenue. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  district  in  those  days 
was  not  the  busy  bee-hive  of  industry  it  is  to-day.  The  hum 
of  labor,  the  music  of  the  spinning  Jennies  in  their  endless 
missions,  and  the  increasing  buzz  of  machinery  were  still 
asleep,  waiting  to  be  awakened  from  their  lethargy  by  the 
hand  of  enterprise;  h1:c;  the  beautiful  piece  of  statuary  lies 
hidden  in  the  block  of  marble,  it  needed  the  skill  of  the 
master  to  bring  them  out — to  endow  them  with  a life  that 
pulses  through  the  heart  of  the  great  city  and  makes  itself 
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^^'■■^,  felt  to  the  furthermost  i>arts  of  the  earth,  Avherever  manu- 
factured products  are  welcomed  or  find  an  abiding  place. 

* Who  that  lived  in  the  20’s  and  remembers  the  ai)pearance 
■ of  the  Kensington  District  in  those  days,  and  compares  now 
with  then,  but  will  bow  his  head  to  the  edict  and  say  the 
world  moves — onward — ever  onward  ? 

; By  the  census  of  1820  the  whole  population  of  the  Ken- 
sington District  was  7,259  souls,  of  wliich  number,  7,118 
were  white  and  141  free  colored. 

To-day,  that  is  by  the  census  of  1890,  the  population  is 
nigh  unto  a hundred  thousand. 

/,;*  Even  in  these  days,  Philadelphia  was  commencing 
to  blossom  out  as  a manufacturing  city.  Being  situated 
two  navigable  rivers  her  facilities  for  trans- 
.portation  were  of  the  best  for  those  primitive  times. 
The  wise  provision  of  her  founder  in  laying  out  the 
-.  streets  at  right  angles  made  her  sought  out  as  the  great 
►'^UCity  of  Homes.  The  overflow  found  its  way  to  the 
outlying'  districts  and  in  1830  we  find  the  Kensington 
District  with  a population  of  16,000  souls.  She  was  fast 
upon  her  old  enemy,  “The  Northern  Liberties," 
.p^pjiand  in  1840  she  passed  her  with  a hurrah  that  was  celebrated 
by  a torchlight  prosession. 

With  the  influx  of  population  came  the  great  problem  of 
•■■/M'i'  providing  for  them  and  manufacturers  commenced  to  dot 
the  district  with  their  plants.

As  the  hive  commences  to  fill  with  bees,  tlje  spirit  of 
enterprise  is  running  among  the  people- — around  and  about 
them.  The  busy  hum  of  machinery  is  heard, — low  at  first 
-but  destined  to  bec  ime  louder  and  louder  until  it  almost 


deafens  those  who  listen. 

In  order  to  form  an  idea  ot*the  difference  between  now 
* A ' • and  then,  and,  at  the  same  time,  show  how  closely  the  out- 
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lying  districts  were  pushing  the  City  proper  as  a manufac* 
taring  centre,  the  following  statistics  selected  at  random 
from  the  census  of  i8io  will  be  interesting. 

There  was  7,500  yards  of  carpet  manufactured,  all  of 
which  was  made  in  tlie  Kensington  District.  In  the  out- 
lying districts  39,709  pairs  of  stockings  were  knit  as  against 
14,272  pairs  in  tlie  City  proper. 

7,488  dozen  shirt  buttons  were  made  in  the  out  lying 
districts.  The  City  proper  had  not  a single  button  manu- 
factory. 

207,500  pounds  of  wool  were  spun  in  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts and  none  inthe  City. 

When  it  came  to  finer  work  like  the  manufacture  of 
jewelry  the  City  was  considerably  ahead.  The  annual  pro- 
duction of  the  city  was  valued  at  $788,300  as  against 
$78,400  in  the  outlying  districts. 

The  County  of  rhiladeli)hia  beyond  the  old  city  limits 
made  annually  388,305  pair  of  shoes  as  against  325,528  for 
the  city. 

There  was  no  type  foundry  in  the  City  while  the  County 
returned  75,000  pounds  of  type  metal  used  annually. 

'fhere  were  only  7 distilleries  in  the  City  and  1 1 in  the 
County. 

The  County  made  150,000  pounds  of  gunpowder  as 
against  none  in  the  City. 

Ig  the  outlying  disiricts  there  were  8 muslin  and  linen 
printing  |jiills  employing  122  hands  and  turning  out 
1,061,232  yards  per  annum,  valued  at  $1^5,200,  and  none 
in  the  city. 

't  his  merely  goes  tc  show  that  the  old  City  had  a number 
of  rivals  in  her  near  neighborhood  who  were  pushing  her 
very  hard  as  a manufacturing  centre.  The  figures  given 
above  when  compared  with  the  industrial  statistics  of  to- 
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day  are  remarkably  insignificent.  ^'he  manufactories  of 
;;  the  Kensington  District  alone,  according  to  Special  Agent 
Thompson,  late  of  the  Census  Bureau  of  1890,  will  reach 
nearly  one  hundred  millions  annually. 

It  is  interesting  to  follow  the  fortunes  of  the  district  from 
. the  date  of  incorporation  in  1820.  It  first  started  out  as 
a ship  and  boat  building  centre.  A considerable  portion 
of  the  old  time  inhabitants  were  fishermen  engaged  in  sup- 
; plying  the  Philadelphia  markets. 

. Referring  to  this  subject  Mr.  Mann  says;  “ My  folks 
moved  to  Queen,  now  Richmond  street,  when  I was  a lad 
five  years  of  age.  That  was  in  1S21.  I remember  dis- 
tinctly  the  great  number  of  smoke  houses  down  near  the 
river  front.  The  men  caught  great  numbers  of  herring 


and  the  women  pickled  and  smoked  them.  Even  to  this 
day  the  place  IS  kno  vn  as  Fishtown,  but  I tell  you  they 
were  a steady  and  reliable  set,  and  what  great  sailors  the 
men  were.  There  are  so  many -pleasant  memories  associ- 
ated with  the  old  district  of  Kensington  in  my  early  boy- 
hood  that  I feel  like  taking  off  my  hat  whenever  1 mention 
the  name.  The  men  up  there  helped  to  win  our  great  naval 
victories  in  1812.  Do  you  know  I believe  Washington  had 
the  Kensington  men  in  mind  when  he  said ; ‘ Put  none 
Americans  on  guard  to-night ! ’ They  are — and 
always  were — so  staunch  in  their  Americanism.  The 
women, -too,  were  steadfast  and  true,  and  took  to  the  water 
gj'f  "‘as  readily  as  the  men.  Philadelphia  has  reasons  to  be 
proud  of  the  district  of  Kensington.” 

Colonel  Mann,  as  he  is  familiarly  called  by  his  intimate 
< % - friends,  is  a veritable  mine  of  memories  about  the  district, 
k Y ■ ' “ Penn  Treaty  monument,”  he  continued,  is  on 

' Beach  Street,  near  Palmer.  I wonder  how  many  peo})le 
; there  are  living  in  Philadelphia  to-day,  who  has  taken  the 
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trouble  to  visit  that  monument?  I consider  the  events, 
wliich  led  to  its  erection,  tlie  corner  stone  of  the  Indepen- 
dence of  this  country.  The  liberal-minded  Penn  did 
much  to  make  us  a free  and  inde})endent  peojjle  by  teach- 
ing us  we  were  human  beings  fashioned  in  the  likeness  of 
the  eternal  God,  and  as  such  were  entitled  to  all  the  privi- 
leges of  those,  whom  accident  of  birth  had  placed  above  us. 

“ I remember  the  old  mile  stone  at  I'ront  and  Pojjlar 
streets,  just  one  mile  Irom  Second  and  Market  streets. 

In  order  to  reach  Kensington  we  had  to  go  down 
Laurel  to  Front  street  and  cross  the  old  Stone  Bridge 
which  spanned  the  Canal.  When  the  Highbridge,  as  we 
termed  it,  was  built  we  went  down  Brown  to  Beach  and 
crossed  the  new  structure.  Then  we  were  in  Kensington 
proper. 

“There  was  an  old  Methodist  brick  church  which  stood 
on  the  corner  of  Queen,  now  Richmond  street,  and  I^larl- 
borough — the  north  corner.  It  would  be  similar  to  our 
northeast  corner  here.  That  was  the  favorite  place  of  wor- 
ship in  Kensington  and  was  attended  by  very  many  of  our 
first  families.” 

“ I can  hardly  describe  the  district  of  Kensington  as  I 
remember  it  in  early  boyhood.  It  was  a straggling  village 
along  the  river.  West  of  Third  street  was  nothing  but  a 
long  stretch  of  farm  lands.” 

“ The  first  fire  engine  was  the  Kensington  Engine.  Every 
member  of  the  machine  had  a bucket  which  was  himg  up 
in  the  entry  of  his  residence.  "When  there  was  an  alarm  of 
fire  we  ran  the  cumbersmne  machine  as  close  as  we  could 
get  it  and  pump  away  Kr  dear  life.  The  water  was  supplied 
from  the  buckets.  The  men  arranged  themselves  in  a long 
line,  'fhe  full  buckets  were  passed  along  the  line  from 
man  to  man  until  the  engine  was  reached.  The  water  was 
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then  emptied  in  and  the  water  pumped  on  to  the  fire.  The 
empty  buckets  were  passed  along  the  line  back.  Fre- 
quently in  dry  weather  there  was  trouble  about  getting 
water  and  the  engine  ‘sucked,’  we  called  it,  on  account 
of  the  absence  of  water.  If  the  fire  should  happen  co  be 
near  the  river  we  got  our  water  from  it.  A few  years  later 
the  William  Penn  Hose  located  at  the  Stone  Bridge  and 
Frankford  road.” 

“I  often  go  out  in  that  direction.  What  a vast  change 
'has  been  accomplished  in  the.  last  few  years  !” 

“ The  whole  river  front  was  filled  with  numerous  boat  and 
ship  yaids.  When  that  industry  was  killed  by  legislation 
‘the  people  started  into  the  iron  and  steel  business  and  the 
building  of  steam  engines  and  machinery,  the  outcropping 
of  which  may  be  seen  in  the  immense  manufactories  now 
in  operation  there  and  on  the  river  front  above.” 

' Returning  to  the  early  days  of  the  municipality  of  Ken- 
sington, the  act  of  March  1820  conferred  extraordinary 
powers  upon  the  three  Commissioners  provided  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  new  district.  After  granting  the  right  to 
have  a seal^  to  purchase  bonds,  etc.,  the  powers,  privileges 
and  duties  of  the  Commissioners,  were  defined  at  length— 
among  which  was  to  forcibly  enter  upon  the  land  of  resi- 
dents and  arbitrarily  mark  lines  in  the  event  of  dispute. 
Quite  a number  of  arbitrary  privileges  were  granted  which 
would  not  be  tolerated  at  the  present  day  unless  ordered 
by  a decision  of  a Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

As  has  been  before  referred  to  the  district  of  Kensing- 
ton came  to  be  known  as  East  and  West  Kensington.  The 
same  feeling  which  had  existed  between  the  mother  dis- 
trict and  her  offspring  began  to  develop.  The  East  as  the 
Hon.  William  B.  Mann  has  stated,  was  thoroughly  Ameri- 
can, while  the  West  end  of  the  district  was  peopled  by  a 
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majority  of  foreigners.  In  the  early  40’s  there  was  con- 
siderable agitation  about  reading  the  Bible  in  the  Public 
Schools.  A great  number  of  . citizens,  principally  Catholics, 
objected  to  it.  In  those  days  there  lived  an  Alderman, 
named  Hugh  Clark,  in  1-^ensington.  He  had  an  office  on 
Second  below  Master  street.  He  was  a very  honest,  up- 
right and  honored  official,  who  believed  in  discouraging 
litigation  rather  than  encouraging  it.  It  is  remarked  of 
him  that  many  a couple  who  came  to  his  office  in  hot  tem- 
per and  ready  to  fight  with  each  other,  went  away  friends' 
on  account  of  the  soothing  influences  he  brought  to  bear. 
He  lost  his  fees,  but  he  had  the  supreme  satisfaction  of  feel- 
ing that  he  was  better  paid  than  if  he  had  taken  the 
money. 

Alderman  Hugh  Clark  was  a very  devout  Catholic,  and 
was  bitterly  opposed  to  the  reading  of  the  Bible  in  the 
schools. 

Fair  means  were  resorted  to  at  first  to  have,  what  they 
termed,  the  sectarian  feature  removed  from  the  public  school 
system.  The  contention  was,  that  all  sects  and  creeds  paid 
taxes,  contributing  to  the  support  of  the  system,  and  it  was 
unfair  to  the  members  of  one  sect  or  creed  to  be  compelled 
to  listen  to  the  religious  dogmas  of  another. 

An  act  was  introduced  into  the  Legislature  prohibiting 
the  reading  of  the  Bible  in  the  public  schools,  but  the  feel- 
ing was  so  strong  the  other  way  that  it  never  reached  a com- 
mittee. Alderman  Clark,  however,  determined  to  take  the 
matter  in  his  own  hands.  One  morning  just  as  the  school 
in  the  neighborhood  had  commenced  its  sessions,  and  the 
teacher  was  reading  a cliapter  of  the  Scriptures,  in  stalked 
Alderman  Clark.  He  walked  boldly  up  the  aisle,  snatched 
the  Good  Book  from  her  hands  and  tore  it  in  a thousand 
pieces.  After  accomplishing  his  purpose,  he  walked  back 
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to  his  office  and  dispensed  law  and  justice  with  his  usual 
equanimity  and  probity. 

Alderman  Clark,  however,  had  fanned  into  a blaze  the 
smouldering  embers  of  fanaticism. 

'The  teacher  dismissed  the  scholars,  who  at  once  went 
to  their  homes  and  told  the  story  of  the  irreverential  act. 

Immediately  the  American  blood  of  East  Kensington 
boiled.  The  sturdy  boatmen  and  ship  builders,  and  the 
hardy  fishermen  of  the  upper  part  of  the  district  gathered 
in  conclave.  The  political  and  social  horizon  darkened 
with  clouds  that  only  burst  after  the  bloody  riots  of  1844, 
and  culminated  in  the  sacking  and  burning  of  several 
churches.  Alderman  Clark’s  residence  was  completely  ran- 
'sacked  and  he  was  forced  to  flee  the  City  for  safety,  until 
after  the  subsidence  of  the  storm. 

Clark  was  alderman  for  a considerable  time  after  that  in- 

i 

cident,  but  was  very  careful  not  to  fan  the  smouldering 
emb*ers  of  sectarianism  into  a blaze  again. 

The  principle  which  underlies  our  whole  system  of  gov- 
ernment is,  that  the  will  of  the  majority  shall  rule,  and  if  a 
majority  of  the  people  desired  the  reading  of  the  Bible,  there 
was  nothing  left  for  the  minority  to  do,  but  withdraw.  This 
was  eventually  done  by  the  establishment  of  Parochial 
Schools. 

In  the  year  1820,  during  the  months  of  August  and  Sep- 
tember, the  yellow  fever  was  epidemic  in  Philadelphia 
County.  As  it  was  mostly  confined  to  that  portion  of  our 
territory  lying  along  the  river  front,  the  districts  of  South- 
wark and  Kensington  suffered  equally  with  the  City  proper. 

There  were  sixly-Sv.v  n deaths  from  the  frightful  disease 
of  which  twenty-three  were  residents  of  Kensington. 

From  1850  on  the  growth  of  Kensington  from  a popula- 
tion standpoint  has  been  gradual  and  steady.  As  a manniac- 
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turing  centre  it  has  had  a wonderful  and  remarkable 
growth.  A great  impetus  was  given  tlie  section  during  the 
War  of  the  Rebellion,  when  an  enormous  amount  of  the 
heavy  machinery  used  was  manufactured  in  that  district. 

Along  in  the  early  50’s  when  the  original  City  between 
Vine  street  on  the  north,  and  Cedar  street  on  the  south,  was 
commencing  to  show  evidences  of  thick  settlement,  the 
incorporation  of  the  outlying  districts  in  the  County  with 
the  City  proper,  was  agitated  and  was  finally  accomplished 
on  January  31st.

IJA  PTiST. 

'The  P'rankford  Avenue  Church,  located  at  tlie 

corner  of  Prarikford  avenue  and  Aramingo  street,  is  a very 
potent  and  important  factor  in  the  community,  'riieir 
Christian  zeal  and  financial  enterprise  is  worthy  of  men- 
tion among  the  pages  (jf  this  historical  work. 

Like  most  all  other  ( Imrchesor  enrer[)rises  its  beginning 
was  but  a germ.  In  June  1857,  a Mr.  I'olan,  under  the 
ap[)ointment  of  the  Americtin  iLidist  Sunday-school  Un- 
ion, with  I.  M.  (ioisun,  organized  r Sunday-school  on 
ICankiord  road,  aboui  ;i  half  mile  above  the  })resent  loca- 
tion. 'Pile  effm'ts  of  these  men  were  still  furthered  by  the 
active  co-ojieration  of  joseirh  \V.  Ihicknell,  and  also  by  the 
assistance  of  the  'I'enth  Papiist  Church,  under  which  the 
school  subsequently  became  a mission. 

P'or  necessary  acoommodations  this  scliool  was  removed 
to  Coral  street,  thence  to  (hnnberland  street  above  Coral, 
Almost  within  a year  tliis  little  band  of  workers  began  to 
build  a chajiel  28x50  on  Cumberland  street  west  of  Am- 
bt-r.  December  26,  1858,  this  cluijiel  was  opened  for  pjub- 
lic  worship  and  preaching  was  then  established,  and  at  a 
counsel  of  Bajitist  churches  1 eld  April  26,  1859,  Cum- 
berland Street  Bi])tist  Church  was  called  into  existence, 
'Two  months  later  Rev  Rob’l  K.  Young  was  called  to  the 
jrastorate.  'The  chinch  continued  to  prosper  and  soc>u 
found  that  they  needed  a larger  building. 

In  January  1862,  Rev.  Rob’t  F.  Young  resigned  amj 
Rev.  Cailhopper  was  chosen  their  pastor,  who  continued 
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Kejislngton  ; 


until  August  1864,  during  uliich  time  plans  were  laid  for 
the  purchase  ol  lots  and  erection  of  a building  on  Frank- 
ford  avenue,  where  the  present  church  is  now  located. 


During  the  erection  of  tliis  building  the  (lunch  p.isscd 
resolutions  of  J.oyalty  toui  Fealty  to  the  union,  and  neaily 
all  of  its  male  memlrers  a ere  out  in  the  service 

Rev.  F.  T.  Cailho])per  resigned,  and  January  irt,  1865, 
Rev.  S.  H.  Mede  vats  called  and  continued  until  INIay  16,

1866,  when  Rev.  Geo.  L.  C.  Hanna,  was  elected  pastor, 
January,  1868.  The  new  building  was  completed  at  a cost 
of  :^i5,7oo  and  dedicated. 

In  April,  1869,  the  corporate  name  of  the  chruch  was 
changed  to  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Church.  In  November 
1872,  Rev.  Geo.  L.  C.  Hanna  resigned,  and  theRev.  Joseyli 
L.  James  sujjplied  the  church  for  six  months.  Early  in 
1873  ^ uurnber  of  iiieinijers  drew  their  letters  and  formed 
the  Emanuel  Church,  now  known  as  the  Messiah  Bajjlist 
•(hnirch.  liming  the  same  year  ^3,500  was  expended  in 
iurnishing  the  church. 

In  January,  1874,  the  Hebron  Church  united  willi 
the  hlount  Zion  Church,  and  the  name  was  again  changed 
to  that  of  Erankford  Avenue  Baptist  Church, with  the  Rev. 
■C.  Wilson  Smith  as  pastor,  who  served  the  church  for  little 
more  than  a year.  ' The  church  was  without  a pastor  for  a 
few  months,  and  then  called  Rev.  J.  Alpha  Mullen,  who 
continued  uniil  May,  1879,  when  his  connections  with  the 
church  was  severed. 

Huring  these  periods  tlie  church  passed  much  spiritual 
trial  and  fmancial  difficulty.  It  was  without  a pastor  un- 
til December,  1879,  when  Rev,  Cl  H. 'Dionias  was  called. 
He  labored  earnestly  for  more  than  three  years,  and  as  a 
result  of  his  efforts  many  were  added  to  the  church,  a debt 
paid  off  and  its  financial  condition  improved. 

Rev.  Chas.  T.  Morgan,  who  succeeded  Rev.  C.  H. 
Thomas,  entered  upon  his  work  with  this  church  in  Sep- 
fember,  18S3,  and  for  tlie  ])ast  eiglit  years  he  has  labored 
with  untiring  zeal. 

In  the  process  of  time  it  became  evident  that  something 
was  needed  to  be  done  to  the  church  building  in  the  way 
of  rej>airs  and  enlargement,  so  with  Christian  zeal  and  en- 
•ter})iise  they  concluded  to  rebuild. 

The  new  building  designed  hy  Mr.  Isaac  Pursell,  and 
erected  by  Messrs.  Luekings  Rhoads,  is  built  of  Aven- 
dale  stone  with  Indian-ri  limestone  trimmings,  the  cost  of 
which,  including  a large  pi];e  organ,  is  over  ;^3o,coo. 

The  main  audience  room  is  comfortably  lurnished  willi 
semi-circular  jiews  willi  a seating  cajiacity  for  eight  hun- 
dred people. 
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The  light  is  filtered  through  beautifully  stained  glass 
windows  all  of  which  were  donated  memorials.  The  two 
large  windows  are  worthy  of  special  mention,  one  in 
memory  of  Rev.  Q.  H.  Kennard,  D.  D.,  representing  the 
sower  and  reaper.  The  other  one,  *.of  which  the  accom- 
panying ])icture  is  a copy,  was  dedicated  to  the  memory  of 
brother  Harry  M.  Haywood,  by  the  independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  of  Philadelphia  ; this  window  is,  indeed,  the 
ortly  one  of  its  kind  in  this  city,  if  not  in  any  other  city  or 
country  of  the  world.  The  Sunday-school  room,  with  its 
various  class  rooms,  has  a capacity  for  800  peojjle. 

There  are  four  other  rooms  for  various  other  purposes. 

The  building  was  dedicated  October  26,  1890.  'Phe 
present  membership  is  over  500,  with  a Sunday-school  of 
600.  The  church  is  in  a prosperous  condition.  The  pas- 
tor is  much  beloved  by  the  church  and  congregation,  and 
is  held  in  very  high  esteem  throughout  this  city  and  else- 
where.
